According to current intelli- 


gence estimates, the U.S. air ef- 
fort has made the enemy allo- 
cate a significant part of the 
40,000 logistics troops he has in

The enemy began his resupply 


effort somewhat early this year, 
in October, and U.S. warplanes 
have been hammering at the 
road net through Laos.

That is when U.S. military au- 
thorities expect the enemy to 
try to fill his supply pipeline and 
literally flood the routes leading 
southward from North Vietnam. 


PARIS (AP) - 
North Viet- 


nam returned today to its de- 
mand that the United States 
withdraw all troops before next 
June 30 before any discussion of 
the release of American war 
prisoners. 


Last week the Communist 


delegation at the Paris peace 
talks called on the United States 
to propose any 
"reasonable 


date" for a withdrawal. The 
United States rejected the pro- 
posal, contending that the set- 
ting of any deadline for a troop 
pullout would permit the Com- 
munists to "sit on their hands" 
and refuse to negotiate. 


Xuan Thuy, the chief North 


Vietnamese delegate, gave no 
reason for his renewed hard 
stand, but presumably it was 
because of the U.S. rejection. 


Before entering the 96th ses- 


sion of the peace talks, Thuy 
told reporters he would "ex- 
pressly demand that the United 
States withdraw all American 
and allied troops before June 30, 
1971." 


Statements by delegates from 


North and South Vietnam, the 
Viet Cong and the United States 
indicated no sign of progress at 
the talks, 
two days 
before 


Christmas. 


U.S. 
Ambassador David K.E. 


Bruce told the meeting "on the 
eve of the Christmas holidays 
two subjects come naturally to 
the forefront—the question of 
putting an end to the fighting in 
Southeast Asia and the question 
of prisoners of war." 


Bruce repeated the Washing- 


ton-Saigon desire to enter into 
"immediate negotiations for an 
internationally 
supervised 


cease-fire in place throughout ~.. .

Bruce recalled 
South Viet- 


nam's decision to free some 
North Vietnamese prisoners on 
the occasion of Tet, the lunar 
new year, in late January. 


The decision was made offi- 


cial by South Vietnamese dele- 
gate Pham Dang Lam, who said 
the handover will take place 
Jan. 24 on the north bank of the 
Ben Hai River marking the 17th 
Parallel dividing North and 
South Vietnam. 


"This holiday season is ... an 


appropriate time for your side 
to begin taking concrete and 
specific steps to provide hu- 
mane treatment to the prisoners 
you hold and to permit impar- 
tial verification that their treat- 
ment accords with accepted in- 
ternational standards," Bruce 
declared.

WARSAW (AP) - 
With the 


rioting ended in Poland's major 
ports and the state of emergen- 
cy lifted, the nation's new Com- 
munist leaders today were re- 
ported preparing to name a new 
premier. 


Informed sources said veteran 


Premier 
Jozef 
Cyrankiewicz 


probably would be kicked up- 
stairs to the presidency "very 
soon." They said the Sejm, Po- 
land's parliament, which elects 
the president, was alerted for 
meetings today and next Tues- 
day. 


As president, a figurehead po- 


sition without power, Cyran- 
kiewicz would replace Marian 
Spychalski, who resigned from 
the party's Politburo last Sun- 
day with party boss Wladyslaw 
Gomulka and three others. Cyr- 
ankiewicz retained his Politburo 
seat, which traditionally has 
been a requirement for the pres- 
ident since the Communists took 
over in Poland in 1944. 


The new premier probably 


will be either Piotr Jaroszewicz, 
a new Politburo member, or 
Stanislaw Kociolek, 37 years old 
and a new member of the party 
secretariat, observers said. 


Both are vice premiers. Jaro- 


szewicz, 61, is a veteran of Pol- 
ish politics and a leading econo- 
mist. As a member of the party 
secretariat, Kociolek is one of 
the country's top executives. 


Edward Gierek replaced Go- 


mulka as party first secretary 
Sunday after riots and strikes 
last week touched off by major 
price increases. 


The last strike, on the docks 


at Szczecin, was reported end- 
ing today after Warsaw Radio 
reported that Gierek's regime 
had revoked the declaration of 
emergency the government is- 
sued last Thursday.

Cambodian

forces claimed Tuesday that 
they had reopened more than 50 
miles of the highway south of 
Phnom Penh and that they had 
killed 400 to 500 enemy troops 
since they began their sweep 
down Route 4 last week. Gov- 
ernment casualties were esti- 
mated at 10 killed and 60 wound- 
ed.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Don- 


ald E. Johnson, Veterans Ad- 
ministrator, says a Harvard so- 
ciologist's testimony in Con- 
gress Dec. 3 was an insult to 
Vietnam veterans. 


The sociologist, Dr. Charles J. 


Levy, said before the Senate La- 
bor Committee veterans sub- 
committee he had found 60 Ma- 
rine returnees from Vietnam to 
be violence prone. 


The men told Levy in inter- 


views they felt greater hostility 
toward South Vietnamese and 
American 
military personnel 


than they did toward the Viet 
Cong. 


"It is my personal opinion," 


Johnson said Tuesday, "that at 
least some of those interviewed 
were telling tall war stories, 
even, perhaps, pulling the doc- 
tor's leg." 


Johnson criticized the publici- 


ty Levy's testimony received at 
a hearing to help returning Viet- 
nam veterans. 


"I can think of nothing more 


damaging or less helpful to 
these veterans than to be pic- 
tured in the light of this kind of 
testimony," Johnson said. He 
emphasized Levy's admission 
that all those interviewed were 
from one branch of service, 
from one community in the Bos- 
ton area and were all white. 
Also, Johnson said, some of the 
group were not honorably dis- 
charged from the service. 


Penh. One such arrived in the 
Cambodian capital early today 
with 290,000 gallons of aviation 
fuel, gasoline and diesel fuel.

Tom Harp; Bill Peterson, who 
departed Florida State for the 
dual job of head coach and ath- 
letic director at Rice, and Jim 
Pittman, who left Tulane for 
Texas Christian shortly after 
winning the Liberty Bowl. Bo 
Hagan had resigned at Rice 
while Fred Taylor was let out at 
TCU. 


Jobs still open include Dart- 


mouth; Florida State; Harvard, 
where John Yovicsin resigned 
on doctor's orders; Iowa, where 
Ray Nagel stepped down after 
being fired and quickly rehired 
last spring, and Tulane.

Orders Toys 
Off Market

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


most gifts already wrapped and 
ready for stacking under the na- 
tion's Christmas trees, the fed- 
eral government has ordered 39 
toys off the market because of 
pins, needles, metal spikes and 
sharp wires that it says could be 
dangerous. 


Among those listed by the 


Federal Food and Drug Admin- 
istration in an order late Mon- 
day were dolls, stuffed animals 
and lawn-dart sets. 


The FDA said it has notified 


toy makers of the action and 
left it to them to notify retailers 
to remove the toys from store 
shelves. Refusal will result in 
federal seizure of the products 
by the FDA's 649 inspectors, the 
agency said. 


One of those listed was Toy 


Town of Randallstown, Md., 
which the FDA said made a toy 
called Squeaking Toy Donkey, 
which has a removable squeak- 
er. 


After the list was released 


Harold Moore, manager of Toy 
Town said his outlet seels toys, 
but has never manufactured 
any. He said the toy donkey was 
imported, but was unable to say 
by whom. 


"But we took it off the 


shelves," he said. 


The FDA has also moved to 


provide a way for parents to get 
refunds if they purchased one of 
the toys on the list. The agency 
said it was proposing a rule re- 
quiring manufacturers be pre- 
pared to either return the pur- 
chase price in full or repair the 
toys so that they are safe. But 
the customer could hope for the 
refund under the rule, which is 
subject to 15 days of public com- 
ment before being finalized by 
the FDA. 


Under fire from Congress and 


consumer groups, the agency 
moved for the first time Friday 
under the 
11-month-old Toy 


Safety Act by banning four clas- 
sifications of toys. 


But after saying it wouldn't 


name names, it did just that in 
Monday's announcement.

Christmas morning three "wan- 
dering stars" will appear to- 
gether to reproduce a rare 
celestial event that may have 
led the Wise Men to the Bethle- 
hem manger where Christ was 
born. 


The "stars," actually the plan- 


ets Venus, Jupiter and Mars, 
will mass that morning near the 
crescent moon in a phenomenon 
very like one that occurred in 7 
B.C., the year the Christ child is 
believed to have been born. 


In that year, the planets Jupi- 


ter, Saturn and Mars came to- 
gether in the heavens, an event 
that happens once every 800 
years, said Walter N. Webb, as- 
sistant director of the Charles 
Hayden Planetarium of the Bos- 
ton Museum of Science. 


The massing of three planets 


will not be a visually spectacu- 
lar event this year, said Webb, 
nor would it have been in the 
year Jesus was born. But to an 
astrologer—and the Three Wise 
Men are thought to have been 
expert in the occult science of 
interpreting heavenly signs—the 
planets' coming together may 
have 
seemed 
fraught 
with 


meaning. 


Some historians believe the 


Wise Men came from the area 
of Mesopotamia. If so, said 
Webb, the apparent westward

Reaction to 
Hanoi List 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Ad- 


ministration officials say Ha- 
noi's latest list of U.S. prisoners 
of war is old, incomplete and 
may be just Christmas propa- 
ganda. 


This was the initial reaction 


from high officials to release of 
the list that names 339 Ameri- 
cans held captive, 20 dead and 
nine previously released. U.S. 
officials list 378 held captive. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers was expected to elabo- 
rate further at a news confer- 
ence today. 


North Vietnamese diplomats 


in Paris gave official weight to 
the list by handing it over Tues- 
day to a representative of Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
and to a staff member of Chair- 
man J.W. Fulbright's Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 


It marked the first time offi- 


cial representatives of the U.S. 
government received such a 
POW list directly. Thus it made 
the list the closest thing yet to 
an official Hanoi accounting of 
POWs. 


But the administration wasn't 


giving much importance to the 
North Vietnamese move. 


Biggest point of contention 


was whether the list was com- 
plete and final. 


U.S. pacifists, through whom 


Hanoi sent earlier lists,' said it 
was. 


But U.S. officials said a quick 


check showed there was no rea- 
son to believe the list was com- 
plete and added earlier reports 
indicate Americans not on the 
list are held captive by Hanoi. 


One new element in the list, 


however, was inclusion of the 
dates of death and-or capture. 


Pacifist leaders of the Com- 


mittee of Liaison with Families 
of 
Servicemen Detained in 


North Vietnam declared the list 
has all the names of prisoners 
the Hanoi government holds. 


In Paris, committee spokes- 


man Rennie Davis said, "There 
are no new names and the 
North Vietnamese are holding 
no more prisoners." 


The North Vietnamese told 


him they don't know where 
missing U.S. servicemen might 
be, Davis said, adding that they 
may have been lost when their 
planes were shot down. 


Kennedy told a Washington 


news conference in announcing 
release of the list that he didn't 
know if it was accurate and 
complete, but added the letter 
handed 
his 
representative, 


Washington lawyer John E. No- 
lan Jr., contained a line that 
said this was the official list of 
the North Vietnamese. 


Nolan returned to the United 


States Tuesday night, but re- 
fused to talk with newsmen. 


Nolan took the list to David 


K.E. 
Bruce, U.S. negotiator at 


the Paris peace talks, Kennedy 
said. The senator passed it on to 
the White House and Rogers, 


David Dellinger, co-chairman 


of the pacifist committee, said 
the North Vietnamese picked 
Kennedy and Fulbright to get 
the list because they were "men 
of good will." 


Ronald 
L. 
Ziegler, 
White 


House press secretary, said that 
in the past the North Viet- 
namese have used "rather un- 
usual channels" to convey mes- 
sages and POW lists.

TREE ORIGINS 


The decorated Christ- 


mas tree as we know it de- 
veloped from the miracle 
plays of the Middle Ages. 
The plays originated as 
liturgical cantatas sung in 
Latin in churches with 
very slight dramatization. 
Scenery was held to a min- 
imum. 
The 
Garden of 


Eden, for example, was 
designated by a fir tree 
hung with apples. This 
Paradise tree, as it was 
called, represented the Pall 
of Man, not the Nativity. 


As the miracle plays 


gained popularity, they be- 
came more elaborate, with 
more 
characters, 
more 


scenery, even live animals 
— until their staging out- 
grew the limits of a chan- 
cel. Moved outdoors, the 
plays became increasingly 
secular until, about 1450, 
their 
performance 
was 


banned. 


The tree of Eden, the 


Paradise 
tree, somehow 


survived 
in 
the 
public 


mind after its play was 
forbidden. It was set up in 
the house as an object les- 
son for children: the ever- 
green tree was an emblem 
of immortality, while the 
apples stood for sin. Round 
wafers were hung on the 
tree to symbolize redemp- 
tion. The strictly moralis- 
tic character of the Para- 
dise tree gradually faded 
into pure decoration as 


apples were replaced by 
glittering ornaments, and 
plain wafers took on the 
shapes of moon and stars, 
of men and animals. 


The ornamented glitter 


of modern Man's Christ- 
mas 
trees 
has 
evolved 


from this basically reli- 
gious beginning. 


S u r p r i s i n g l y 
enough, the British 
Victorians were the 
folks who intro- 
duced the custom of 
kissing 
under the

A shoemaker lived in a 


cottage on the edge of a 
village, 
near 
the 
dark 


woods. Although a poor 
man, he placed his candle 
in the window each night 
to guide travelers. Despite 
wars, hardships and ill- 
ness, by some miracle, 
some mysterious grace, his 
light never wavered. 


This inspired the vil- 


lagers and 
during 
the 


Christmas season most of 
them placed a candle in 
their windows. The cus- 
tom 
grew 
and became 


universal. 


little-known 
stories, and 
origins of 
Xmas customs 


Americans exchange bil- 


lions of Christmas cards 
every year. 


There are conflicting re- 


ports of who sent the first 
one. 
According 
to one 


source John Calcott Hors- 
ley designed the first card 
for Sir Henry Cole in 1843. 
It is a triptych, the central 
panel of which shows a 
well-fed family at table. 
They raise their glasses to 
toast, "A Merry 
Christ- 


mas and A Happy New 
Year To You." Flanking 
them in the end panels are 


the poor and the hungry.

beauty. When the time 
came for him to leave the 
country, he decided to 
plant the ivy as a living 
souvenir of his affection 
for the Emerald Isle. 


According to 
another 


source, the origin of this 
relatively modern custom 
is sometimes ascribed to 
the English Royal Acad- 
emy artist, W.C.T. Dobson. 
In 1845 he sent friends 
lithographed copies of a 
sketch he had made to 
symbolize the Christmas 
spirit. 


The first English print- 


ed cards were very simple; 
a robin, a sprig of holly or 
mistletoe, plus a conven- 
tional greeting. Pioneers 
of Christmas card print- 
ing in the United States 
were mostly Germans such

opened a shop in Roxbury, 
Mass, in 1874.

any shepherds' watch-fires 
twinkling on the hills to 
light the path of Mary and 
Joseph.

their eyes . . . 


"Night-night, Mrs. Fuell." 
"Night-night, children." 
Lugenia Fuell turns off the

She's a 
plump, quiet woman with a 
sensitive lower lip that gives 
away her worries. "I hope 
they had enough to eat," she 
says. "Some days we have 
less than o t h e r s . I swear 
some days I don't know if 
they'll get anything to eat 
at all." 


She interrupts the pout. 
"Donnie, put y o u r head 


down now." 


This is the Operation Res- 


cue Day Care Center, the 
creation of 50-y e a r-old Lu- 
genia Fuell. It's located one 
floor below the s t r e e t s of 
west H a r l e m . There is a 
drug addict strung out on a 
stoop not 100 feet away. The 
cops have just arrested a 
purse snatcher in the sub- 
way around the corner. A 
night or two ago a woman 
was raped not a block away. 
Yet here, in a b a s e m e n t 
room Mrs. Fuell argued the 
landlord out of, there are 
happy black children nap- 
ping in peace. 


The idea is to keep them 


that way. 


The children are the sons 


and daughters of w o r k i n g 
m o t h e r s . They are poor. 
They are f r o m b r o k e n 
homes. Indeed, looking at 
the b a s e m e n t where they 
now are, they would be ma- 
terially better off in one of 
the city-operated or commer- 
cially run day care centers 
all over town. But those cen- 
ters cost up to $75 a week, 
more than some of the chil-

dren's mothers earn. 


Enter Lugenia Fuell. She's 


a former teacher and child 
counselor who d e c i d e d to 
"do something more in life 
than just earn money." So 
she started caring for the 
children of the working poor. 
On a s h o e s t r i n g . On a 
prayer. She asks the mothers 
for $1 a week per child, usu- 
ally a v e r a g e s about half 
that, often gets nothing at 
all. 


With this, and with extra 


money she scrimps by baby- 
sitting and ironing at night 
(she has no other employ- 
ment and lives herself "from 
day to day"), she keeps alive 
a program that one neigh- 
borhood cop calls: "About 
the most selfless and almost 
saintly thing I've ever seen 
a human being do in Har- 
lem." 


Daily at 8 a.m., Mrs. Fuell 


receives 30 children. Twenty 
more come in the afternoon 
after school. And despite the 
cellarlike accommodations 
(the 
building furnace is a 


room away, the toilet is next 
to the sink, c o c k r o a c h e s 
crawl on the fingerpaint pic- 
tures) she is able to accom- 
plish what the working moth- 
ers never could. 


"All the children here can 


read. Even the three- and 
four-year-olds. All of them 
can spell. All of them do 
t h e i r multiplication tables, 


i Oh, my, they ar,e so wonder- 
ful I don't know what all to 
say. Such imaginations. They 
love poetry, they love music, 
they love art. I just don't 
know how people can call 
ghetto kids deprived. The 
only thing these boys and 
girls have been deprived of 
is love." 


Mrs. Fuell fills the love 


gap admirably. Seven days 
a week. The center operates 
to 6 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. Saturday she goes to 
market. ("We've only about 
$25 a week for food/1) Sun- 
day she does the g e n e r a l 
cleaning. It is in fact a one- 
woman operation. "I used to 
have a woman who helped 
me full time. I even paid her 
a little. But she got a job 
with the city. Now I do it all 
alone."

That, 
briefly, is the history of the 
cranberry. 


The c r a n b e r r y harvest 


usually starts in September 
and runs through December, 
spanning (he Thanksgiving 
and Christmas seasons. That 
used to be the only going 
time 
for 
fresh 
cranberry 


.sauce with turkey. 


We still follow that custom 


but not so completely. To- 
day, in one form or another, 
cranberries are sold through- 
out the year due to aggres- 
sive marketing techniques. 


"Last year we sold more 


than $72 million worth. We 
expect even greater sales 


this year," reports Edwin F. 
Lewis, president of Ocean 
. S p r a y Cranberries, Inc., 
based in H a n s o n , Mass. 
Ocean Spray is a co-opera- 
tive of growers in Massachu- 
setts, Wisconsin, O r e g o n , 
Washington, New Jersey and 
parts of Canada. They pro- 
duce 85 per cent of the crop. 


Lewis, a forthright and 


dynamic type, sees a con- 
stantly expanding future for 
his co-operative. To get more 
return for their advertising 
slogan, they must expand 
their products and get more 
shelf space in supermarkets. 


"We plan constantly for 


new products. Our cranberry 
juice and cocktails, either 
plain or with apple, prune or 
grapcjuice added, have been

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big sellers. We now are put- 
ling a new cranberry rasp-

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Poppy Seed Cake Is Distinctive

P o p p y seeds, originally 


from Asia, add a distinctive 
f l a v o r to cakes, breads, 
noodles, pickles, preserves 
and beverages. For a special 
holiday treat, 
whip up a 


Poppy Seed Loaf Cake. It 
has chocolate, plus a layer 
of strawberry or c u r r a n t 
p r e s e r v e s for a perfect 
munchy dessert that keeps 
well. 
POPPY SEED LOAF CAKE 


% cup poppy seed 
3 eggs, separated 
'/2 cup sugar 
'/ii cup corn oil 
% teaspoon vanilla 
% cup fine dry bread 


crumbs 


1 teaspoon baking powder 
"s teaspoon salt 
lk cup strawberry or 


currant preserves, 
or jelly 


% cup light corn syrup 


IVfe (1-ounce) squares 


unsweetened chocolate 


1 teaspoon hot water 


Poppy seed loaf cake adds continental touch to 


holiday desserts. 


Line b o t t o m of an 


4'/2x2%-inch loaf pan with 
waxed paper. Cover poppy 
seed with water in 2-quart 
saucepan. Heat to boiling 
and boil 30 minutes, stirring 
occasionally, 
adding more 


water if needed. Drain in 
fine sieve. Cool. 


Beat egg whites in mixing 


bowl until foamy. Gradually 
add 2 tablespoons 
of the 


sugar, b e a t i n g until soft 
peaks form when beater is 
raised. Set aside. Beat egg 
yolks in large bowl until 
t h i c k and lemon-colored. 
Gradually beat in remaining 
sugar, corn oil and vanilla. 
Stir in poppy seed. Mix to- 
gether bread crumbs, bak- 
ing powder and salt. Stir 
into poppy seed 
mixture, 


then fold into egg white mix- 
ture. Turn 
into prepared 


pan. Bake in 325-degree oven 
45 minutes or until cake 
springs back when lightly 
touched. Immediately invert 


pan ovar rack and cool. 


Remove from pan. Split 


cake into 3 layers with a 
long thin knife. 


Spread preserves between 


layers. Heat corn syrup to 
boiling in a small saucepan. 
Remove from heat. Stir in 
chocolate. Stir in hot water. 
Quickly spread over 
tops 


and sides of cakes, adding 
more water, %-teaspoon at 
a time, if frosting thickens 
too much to spread. Makes 
1 loaf cake.

Lengthen- 
ing winter nights carried the threat of unending cold 
darkness and hunger. Frozen fields held no promise of 
another harvest. Fruit trees stood bare, apparently 
lifeless, deserted by the spirits. 


Alone in the bitter cold and gloom, the evergreens 


stood as a document of faith in the revival of the sun 
god and the return of light and life to the frozen 
world. Living conifers in tubs were brought indoors 
to prop the householders' courage and to shelter the 
sylvan spirits.

No official business was transacted 
children were released from school and truces were 
imposed on battlefields. Houses and public buildings 
were garlanded with Mowers and evergreens Gifts 
were exchanged, feasts were rampant and masks and 
mummery roamed the cobbled streets

Origins 


The 
ancient 
northern 


Europeans, 
acutely 
con- 


scious of the peregrina- 
tions of the Sun, formed 


definite theories about it. 


They thought the sun 


was 
a 
wheel 
revolving 


around the earth, and they 
observed that on one par- 
ticular day in midwinter 
its appearance and 
dis- 


appearance 
marked 
the 


shortest day of the year. 


This cycle was known to 


them as the Hweol, and it 
was a time of celebrating. 


As the pagan Yule cele- 


brations were replaced by 
the feast of Christmas, the 
festival season extended 
from Christmas Eve to 
the Feast of the Epiphany. 
This meant that the Yule 


log had plenty of time, big 
as it used to be, to flame 
and flicker before the last 
of it had smoldered to 
ashes. 


In the agricultural econ- 


omy of the pre-Civil War 
South 
here in our own 


country, the Yule log was 
the means of procuring a 
true holiday for the field 
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hands. 


There 
was 
on 
many 


plantations 
an 
accepted 


unwritten rule that the 
slaves would not have to 
work outdoors so long as 
the Ynle log was alight. 
The workers would take 
advantage of this custom, 
and select the biggest and 
toughest gum tree trunk 
they 
could 
find. They 


would sink it under water 
for weeks beforehand, to 
make it as slow-burning as 
possible. Sometimes one of 
these nearly fireproof logs 
would simmer away for 
several weeks.
